Under a proclamation of the gov­ 
ernor of our state a vote is called for 
at the general elections on November 
4th on a < nstitiitional amendment 
permitting the promotion and creation 
of drainage districts and the sale of 
such bonds. 


This is of especial interest to the 
individual farming sections as the fa­ 
vorable passage of the amendment 
will be the means of permitting any 
given section to provide for the drain­ 
age of its wet lands, thus making them 
tillable and valuable. 
Alabama has had a law to this ef­ 
fect though it was recently declared 
unconstitutional. 
The purpose of the amendment is to 
make it possible for a group of neigh­ 
bors to organize and drain their lands 
at their own expense on long time and 
easy terms of payment. 
1 understand Morgan County has 
many thousands of acres of 
highly 
fertile land 
which 
are 
practically 
worthless without adequate drainage 
and without the successful carrying 
of the amendment it will be impossi­ 
ble for any given neighborhood to so 
reclaim these lands. It should be dis­ 
tinctly understood that neither the 
county nor the state would have any 
tax imposed upon them in the event 
the amendment carries, but that such 
expense or tax would be solely for ac­ 
count of the individual or given dis­ 
trict which organizes and votes it up­ 
on themselves. 
An appeal is being made by the 
farming districts to give them this 
right and the public at large is urged 
to support this amendment so that the 
owners of these and smaller lands 
may have the privilege of draining 
their lands if they so desire.
